GENTLEMEN—Following is the report of the Health Officer 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907. 


PEKSONAL! INVESTIGATION OF CASES. 


During the year I have investigated, for the purposes of diag- 
nosis, three hundred and ninety-eight cases that were reported to 
this department as suspicious of smallpox or some other contagious 
diseases. The persons examined were found to be suffering from 
various diseases as follows: Smallpox, 189; chicken-pox, 29; 
vaccinia, 3; measles, 14; scarlet fever, 70; tonsilitis, 11; diphtheria, 
9; typhoid fever, 6; tuberculosis, 4; cerebro spinal fever, 4; syphilis, 
6; and other diseases, 53. Under the head of “‘other diseases’’ are 
included such ailments as urticaria, scabies, impetigo, acne, eczema 
and several others. 


VACCINATION. 


Free vaccination has been offered at the Board of Health build- 
ing during the year as heretofore. One of the staff physicians is 
on duty from ten to twelve o’clock daily, except Sundays, for this 
- purpose. During these hours a large number of persons, mostly 
children, become vaccinated. Besides this routine practice, we 
have this year vaccinated a great many persons throughout the 
city, in shops and factories, whenever we have had an exposure to 
smallpox. The number of cases of this disease was larger this 
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year than it has been for several years past and consequently our 
vaccination campaign has been more active. We have in all cases 
of smallpox, vaccinated all persons whom we could locate that had 
been exposed in any way to the disease. 


SMALLPOX 


During the fiscal year preceding the present one the city was 
unusually free from smallpox, there having been only twelve cases 
reported during the entire year. During the first part of the pre- 
sent year the cases were but few. From July 1, 1906, to Novem- 
ber 17th, there were but two cases recorded but after that time the 
disease remained in the city continuously through the year. The 
first cases of the outbreak were due to an exposure outside of the 
city, but they were at first mistaken for chicken-pox by their 
attending physician and in this way the disease was allowed to 
spread. Never at any one time did we have an alarming number of 
cases however, the largest number being nineteen. Several times dur- 
ing the year when we thought the outbreak had entirely subsided, a 
few new cases would make their appearance and these would be 
followed by several more because in the first instance a mistake 
had been made in diagnosis. Physicians still insist on diagnosing 
the mild cases of this disease as chicken-pox and cuban itch, and 
the error seems to be made principally because of the discreetness 
of the eruption. Physicians do not seem to realize that although the 
patient may present only a dozen or even fewer lesions, it may 
nevertheless be an unmistakable case of smallpox. 

- Nearly all of the cases were of the mild type and there were 
no deaths due to the disease during the year. One woman died at 
the smallpox hospital but the mild case from which she suffered 
while it may have hastened her death certainly did not cause it. 
She was ill with tuburculosis in a very advanced stage when she 
contracted smallpox and died from tubercular peritonitis. 

As to vaccination the statistics of our year’s cases do not differ 
materially from those of other years. Of the entire one hundred 
and eighty-nine cases, one hundred and sixty-four had never been 
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‘successfully vaccinated, twenty-two had not been vaccinated with- 
in five years and only three claimed to have been vaccinated within 
five years and presented scars to prove theirclaim. They certainly 
had been suceessfully vaccinated but the time of such vaccination 
could not be definitely determined, and we must rely for such infor- 
mation entirely on the person. But even taking their statements as 
true, our statistics again stand out as a strong proof of the efficacy 
of vaccination as a preventive of smallpox. | 


SCARLET FEVER. 


The number of cases of this disease reported during the year 
is somewhat smaller than for the year previous, the number, being 
443 as compared with 487 for the year 1905-1906. On the other 
hand the mortality was higher there being 85 deaths reported this 
year and only 55 for the year previous. In my opinion this proves 
to some extent at least, the statement so often made by sanitarians, 
that it is easier to control the spread of the severe cases of a 
disease than the mild ones. Whena child is seriously ill the par- 
ents are much more apt to obey the quarantine and all the rules of 
the department are more rigidly observed than when the case is up 
and about and has “‘only a scarlet rash.’’ 

When we consider the growth of Detroit and the fact that the 
territory has again been increased by the annexation of Fairview, 
we must be satisfied. with the control that we have been able to 
exercise over the spread of scarlet fever and we must certainly con- 
sider the number of cases, 443, low for a city of 400,000 inhabit- 
ants. Much of our success in restricting this very treacherous and 
fatal disease is due to the medical inspection of schools. During 
the year several cases have been detected in the schools by our in- 
spectors and undoubtedly a number of cases have been prevented 
in this way. Again the system of medical-inspection has taught 
parents to be more careful fand they have consulted physicians 
earlier than they would otherwise have done and in this way serious 
cases of this disease have undoubtedly been prevented. 
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DIPHTHERIA 


Diphtheria was less prevalent and less fatal than for several 
previous years. For the past three years there has been a decrease 
in the number of cases of diphtheria each year, but the decrease in 
the number of deaths this year has been even more encouraging. 
Last year the record shows 804 cases and 97 deaths or a death rate 
of about 12 per cent. This year with only 596 total cases we find 
reported only 58 deaths or a mortality rate of less than ten per 
cent. 


In the control of this disease as well as in scarlet fever we get 
good results from the medical inspection of schools. Parents have 
learned to pay more attention to sore throats than formerly and a 
great many cases of diphtheria are undoubtedly prevented but hand 
in hand with this method of prevention goes the use of antitoxin. 
Since your Honorable Board has given away antitoxin to physicians 
for purposes of immunization it is used much more frequently for 
this purpose than formerly and the result is apparent. The use of 
this remedy for curative purposes is becoming more universal and 
as it does the mortality of diphtheria decreases. During the year 
I have attended all of the city cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever 
at Harper Hospital and, of 138 cases treated there, there were 
only four deaths, a mortality rate of approximately three per cent. 
This simply shows what energetic antitoxin treatment will do as I 
depended almost entirely on antitoxine for my results, The 
remedy was used promptly and in large doses and repeated every 
12 to 20 hours with the result of a very low mortality rate although 
the majority of cases are brought into the hospital only when the 
desease is well under way, and some of them when the patient is 
almost moribund. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Consumption has remained about the same as the previous 
year. There has been a very slight increase in the number of cases, 
but not at all out of proportion to the growth of the city. Our

fight against this disease, which next to pneumonia, is causing the 
greatest number of deaths of all of the diseases on the entire 
mortality list, is now well under way. We started in the year with 
the “‘Tuberculosis Exhibition.’’ The exhibit of the National 
Association for the study and prevention of tuberculosis was shown 
at the Museum of Art, from July 30th to August Sth. Interesting 
and instructive lectures on the prevention of tuberculosis were given 
every evening by speakers from all over the country. More than 
6000 persons visited the exhibit and it was productive of consider- 
able good. Since then the interest of the public has been aroused 
to some extent and we get many more inquiries than formerly about 
the restriction of the disease. 

Our tuberculosis clinic in the Board of Health building is also 
doing good. We have had a number of persons under observation 
during the year and in this way have been able to carry our cam- 
paign of education into a number of additional homes. The Visit- 
ing Nurses Association has been very helpful to us in this work and 
nurses from that association have give kind attention to twenty 
different cases and have cleaned up at least that many consumptive 
homes. . 

This spring your honorable board asked and obtained an ap- 
propriation to be used as a fund for furnishing food (proper diet) 
to needy tubercular patients. Six hundred dollars has been allowed 
for this purpose and we hope to do much good. The money will 
not be available until July lst, and is allowed for the next fiscal 
year. We expect to dispense the milk and eggs largely through 
the Visiting Nurse who is doingiour tuberculosis work and in this 
way we will be able to make good use of the small allowance. The 
fight against consumption is slow but I am sure that we have made 
considerable progress during the year. 


PNEUMONIA. 


Pneumonia this year heads the list in Detroit as a cause of 
deaths. It;does seem as though physicians and the public would 
begin to realize this serious condition and co-operate with your 
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honorable board in an endeavor to prevent the spread of this dis- 
ease. ‘The first thing necessary is notification of the cases. As 
soon as we can get track of some or all of the cases we can take 
steps looking towards the restriction of the disease. At present 
‘our precautions are almost entirely limited to disinfection in houses 
from which deaths of pneumonia are-reported. We are anxious to 
do more but little can be done until public interest is sufficiently 
aroused to demand notification of these cases. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


The number of deaths from typhoid this year shows a decided 
‘increase over previous years. For four years previous to last year 
the deaths from this disease ranged from forty-fiveto sixty-four, 
last year showed a somewhat higher record with seventy deaths 
but this year our mortality table gives us one hundred deaths from 
typhoid fever. Iam still of the opinion, as expressed in previous 
reports, that the original cases are contracted outside of the city and 
that the disease is spread, for the most part, through personal jcon- 
tact among families in the crowded and poorer localities, especially 
among the foreign element. In spite of this opinion, however, we © 
are reaching a death rate which will soon cast suspicionon our 
water-supply. Repeated and constant analyses have not as yet 
proven the water-supply at fault but the increase in deaths, calls 
attention in this direction. Your honorable board have fought con- 
sistently and persistently against a possible pollution of our water 
through the dumping of sewage into Connor’s Creek and now that 
that territory together with the Creek, has become a part of Detroit 
by the annexation of Fairview, it has become the imperative duty of 
the city authorities to take steps to prevent any further contamina- 
tion from that source. In this matter we have again been active in 
urging the allowance of an appropriation sufficient to carry the 
sewage of Fairview to a point in the river beyond the intake of 
Detroit’s water-supply. This precaution is the least™wefcan take, 
but the time is, it seems to me, almost at handjwhen Detroit must 
further purify and protect its water supply by a municipal filtering 
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plant. This is a matter that deserves the earnest consideration at 
this time of the Honorable the Board of Water Commissioners. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER. 


This disease, judging by its mortality, deserves your special 
attention. During the year ending June 30, 1905, there were 49 
deaths from this cause, the following year there were 58 and this 
year the number has reached 96. Cerebro-spinal fever is such a 
fatal disease that it seems to me each case should be conscientiously 
‘reported to this department so that we can instruct the people at 
whose house the case is located, how to take precautions against 
its spread and so that we can be of some service by thorough dis- 
infection. | 


NOTIFIABLE DISEASES AS COMPARED WITH NON- 
NOTIFIABLE DISEASES. 


To any one who has read my account of the diseases as detailed 
in this report, it must be very apparent that my claim for the notifi- 
cation of communicable diseases iis a justifiable one. Smallpox, 
scarlet fever and diphtheria, all of which are notifiable, are falling 
down the list as important causes of death, whereas tuberculosis, 
pneumocia, typhoid and cerebro-spinal fever, none of which are 
reported, are all on the increase and are causing each year, numer- 
ous preventable deaths. I suggest that we send a copy of this 
report to each physician in Detroit as an appeal to him to report his 
cases. It is but reasonable to conclude that the same or similar 
methods of prevention applied to these diseases will -ring about 
practically the same results that we are now able to show in the case 
of any of the notifiable diseases. 


HOSPITAL FOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The need for better hospital facilities in Detroit is becoming 
more apparent every day. Persons who were prominent as advo- 
cates against the establishment of a City hospital several years ago, 
when the Board of Health foresaw the necessity and lead the fight, 
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are now talking on every occasion of the need of better hospital 
facilities, In the meantime the temporary injunction which restrains 
your honorable board from building on the site which was pur- 
chased two years ago; stands and it seems to be very difficult for 
us to get relief. The case has been set for hearing several times 
but each time it is postponed at the request of the other s!de. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS 


Our system of medical inspection was revised this year and 
the scope of the work enlarged. The inspection, which had been 
limited to our public schools, was extended to include parochial 
and private schools, making a total of 109 schools inspected during 
the year the work being divided between twenty-seven physicians 
giving each four (and one, five) schools to examine. The 
tabulated report in the registrar’s report shows a detailed account 
of the work done. There were 37,565 pupils examined and 2,843 
excluded. | 

The work of examining eyes and ears has been continued in 
the high schools and we have found that about one-third of all 
pupils examined were suffering from some defect of eye sight or 
hearing. 


VISITING NURSE WORK IN SCHOOLS. 


We have found in our school inspection work that many of the 
pupils who have been excluded on account of scabies, pediculosis, 
impetigo and various contagious skin diseases snd also some of those 
whose parents were advised to have their eye and ear defects looked 
after, were sent home and nothing was done. The result was that 
they were deprived of schooling that they are entitled to and yet, 
as a protection to other children, they had to be kept out. It ap- 
peared that the system which is in vogue in New York, Boston and 
other cities, would be of advantage, viz: the system of having a 
trained nurse work in the schools and follow some of the cases 
home for the purpose of educating the parents. The Visiting Nurses 
Association again volunteered to help us in this work and detailed 
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one nurse to follow the work in four schools. The Bishop, Wash- 
ington, Capron and Barstow schools were selected as being good 
ones in which to begin the work. Miss Jeannette Smith and later 
Miss Martha Aylesworth took up this work and it has been of great 
service. During the last three months of this year (March, April 
and May) Miss Aylesworth made 430 visits to homes and 163 
visits to schools. During that tlme she administered 1430 treat- 
ments to children in school and about half that number at their 
homes. The principal ailments that receive attention at the hands 
of the visiting nurse are contagious skin cases and pediculosis. 
Besides this many children with defective hearing due to adenoids 
and with defective eye sight were taken to free clinics where they 
had their defects remedied. All of this had been advised before 
the nurse began her work in the schools but it was not done in 
many of the cases until she brought about the necessary reform by 
educating the parents. This campaign of education among the 
parents and children has a more far reaching effect than the mere 
cleaning up of the heads. It teaches them the importanee of keep- 
ing clean and will be a great aid to us in the restriction of a number 
of diseases which are spread most easilv in filthy and‘ticrowded 
homes. I believe the work of the trained nurse in the school is of 
much benefit and should be not only continued but enlarged and 
extended. If your honorable board desires to do this, it will be 
necessary fo engage a corps of nurses, inasmuch as the Visiting 
Nurse Association can not be expected to devote all of its energies 
to this work. 


MILK INSPECTION. 


The report of the Milk Inspectors gives a detailed account and 
tabulated statement of the work done in this department. Not so 
much attention has been paid during the year to the collection of 
samples, but more to the condition of dairies and milk depots as to 
cleanliness and temperature of the milk and the result has been a 
considerable improvement in the general milk supply of .the city. 
A number of the smaller cow stables which were formerly used as 
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dairies are forced out of business each year by the vigilance and 
constant ‘“‘nagging’’ of the inspectors and during the past year this 
result of our inspectors’ work has been more marked than ever 
before. On the west side of the city 31 such small, dirty cowstables 
went out of business during the year, while on the east side the 
number was 42. Besides this improvement, a total of twenty 
dairymen were forced to practically rebuild their milk depots ana 
sixteen stores discontinued handling milk rather than observe 
the rigid rules and requirements of this department. The work of 
bringing the milk supply up to an ideal standard is slow but it 
seems to me to be sure and each year considerable progress is 
made. 


COLLECTION OF GARBAGE. 


During this year the collection of garbage has been in the 
hands of the Department of Public Works. Complaints for non- 
collection have come to this department and have been in turn given 
to the Department of Public Works. Bitter criticism has been 
heaped upon your health officer by irate citizens whose garbage 
collection had been neglected. It seems to me that it would be 
well if the public could be made to undertand that if there is cause 
for criticism the fault lies with another department and that the 
best we can do for them is to report their complaints to the depart- 
ment that has charge of the garbage collection. 


DISPOSAL OF REFUSE. 


Several years ago your honorable board submitted an ordinance 
to the Common Council the object of which was to require a 
periodical collection of all house refuse, not garbage only, by the 
city. Had such an ordinance been enacted it would have been a 
step in the right direction. As it now is our alleys are the recep- 
tacles of all house refuse and filth and the condition that most of 
them are in during the entire year, and especially during the hot 
months, is a disgrace to the city. But even if the refuse were 
collected, this alone would not solve the great problem of the dis- 
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posal of municipal waste and rubbish, because the refuse is then 
taken from the alleys and carried to some other place a little farther 
from the center of the city, conveniently ealled a “‘dump’’. These 
dumps are constant sources of complaint to this department and 
justly so because they are certainly nuisances. The time is at 
hand for the city to face this problem and handle it, and in my 
opinion, the proper solution lies not only in the collection of all 
refuse but also in its final destruction. It is time that the city be 
provided with a “‘refuse destructor,’’ an incinerator most probably, 
which will take care of and finally destroy not only the garbage but 
all house refuse after it had been collected weekly or oftener from 
each household in the city. 


STATE PAIR EXHIBIT, 


At the State Fair which was held in Detroit in September the 
Board of Health was represented by a very instructive exhibit under 
the personal supervision of Dr. Hayward. Our exhibit met with 
the commendation of Governor Warner, State Food and Dairy 
Commissioner Bird and the public as well. Various methods of 
examining milk, both chemically and bacteriologically, were 
demonstrated and there was a carefully prepared exhibition of 
pathological conditions found in meats. 


HEALTH BOARD RECORDS AND REPORTS. 


The new law requiring the careful recording of all births has 
largely increased the number of such reports received at this office. 
Formerly the deaths, according to our records at least, out numbered 
the births, but this years’ record shows atotal of 8,704 births and 
6,214 deaths. 


THE EMPLOYES, 


All of the employes have done good, conscientious work. 
During the year the territory of the city was again increased by the 
annexation of Fairview and consequently the work was increased, 
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but no complaint was heard and our inspectors continued their extra 
work with their usual willingness and application to duty. 


THE: BOARD. 


In closing my annual report I desire to again express to your 
honorable board my appreciation of the consideration and support 
shown me at all times, I am satisfied that without such hearty and 
consistent co-operation it would not have been possible to’ have 
obtained such satisfactory results in my work.

The funds as above stated are the amounts allowed by the 
Board of Estimates for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, and 
the expenditures are for the same period.

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The Care of Poor Patients’ fund $3,200.00, shows an overdraft 
of $19.67 but this was provided for by an appropriation by the 
Common Council and there remained a balance in this fund of 
$130.33 at the close of the year. 

The Fuel fund $900.00, was overdrawn by $150.00, but this 
was provided for by a resolution of the Common Council adopted 
June 4, appropriating $150.00 for that purpose. | 

The fund for Groceries amounting to $2,000.00 was overdrawn 
to the amount of $1,508.39, which was provided for by the Com- 
mon ,Council, acting upon communications from the Board of 
Health, when on February 26, and June 4, that body made appro- 
priations of $1,000.00, and $600.00 respectively, leaving a balance 
on hand of $91.61. 

The overdraft of the General Expense fund $400.00 to the 
amount of’ $828.66 is explained to a large extent by stating that the 
expenses of the Exhibition of the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis held in the Museum of Art, 
from July 30 to August 5, 1906, amounting $687.00, and an outlay 
of about $50.00 in connection with the exhibit from the Bacterio- 
logical Department of the Board of Health at the State Fair, were 
paid through that fund. 

This overdraft was provided for by the Common Council in 
answer to communications from the Board of Health, by directing 
the Controller to transfer from the balance in last year’s Board of 
Health fund an amount sufficient for that purpose, so that there 
remained a balance of $31.45 in this fund at the end of the year. 

The Hospital Repairs and Hospital Supplies funds were 
necessarily overdrawn $151.51, and $69.95 respectively, but these 
overdrafts were provided for by the Common Council, so that there 
remained a balance of 74 cents in the first named fund, and in the 
last named a balance of 5 cents. 

A large demand was made upon the Transportation of Patients 
fund because many more cases of smallpox occured than was ex- 
pected, and as this fund is used solely for the transportation of 
these cases to the hospital the Common Council was requested to, 
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supplement the $100.00 constituting that fund by an appropriation, 
and this they did to the amount of $315.00, so that a balance of 
$10.00 remained at the end of the year. 

Messenger Service fund amounting to $350 was overdrawn 
$106.50. This fund is principally used for the sending of culture 
‘tubes and antitoxin to physicians in cases of diphtheria, and as in 
many cases three trips have to be made, this service has to be quite 
freely used. 

Some time before the close of the fiscal year an application 
was made to the Common Council for $150.00 which was 
granted, leaving a balance of $43.50 in that fund at the close of the 
year. 

The Printing and Stationery fund of $700.00 was exceeded by 
$38.67 but this was provided for by the Common Council and a 
balance remained in that fund of $17.83. 

The expenditures for Vaccine matter for the year amounted to 
to $373.50, exceeding the fund by $173.50, but this overdraft was 
provided for by a transfer from Quarantine Guard fund by the 
Common Council amounting to $175.00, so that a balance of $1.50 
remained in that fund. 

The Labor at Smallpox Hospital fund to which is charged all 
outlays for nurses and other necessary help at that hospital, was 
cut by the authorities to the insignificant amount of $100.00 and 
was practically exhausted the first month of the year, when an 
application had to be made to the Common Council to replenish 
that fund. 

This was done to the amount of $1,655.00, making a total 
fund of $1,755.00 while the expenditures amounted to $1,726.35, 
leaving a small balance of $28.65 in the fund at the end of the 
year. ; 

When half the fiscal year had passed and no call upon the 
Quarantine Guard fund had been made and the Vaccine fund was 
nearly exhausted the Common Council was requested to authorize 
the Controller to transfer $150.00 from that fund to Vaccine fund. 

- This was authorized so that this fund was thereby reduced 
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from to $250.00 to $100.00. Later however owing to the presence 
of smallpox cases in which the patients would not consent to go to 
the hospital it became necessary to employ a considerable number 
of guards so that the funds for the payment of them was soon ex- 
hausted and application had to be made to the Council for an 
appropriation to replenish it. In March $500.00 was appropriated 
for that purpose, so that while no balance remained all charges 
against that fund were paid. 

There remained in the Public Health fund at the end of the 
fiscal year a balance of $904.83. 


SMALLPOX HOSPITAL 


This hospital, the cottage and office building, and grounds 
surrounding them now present a well kept and appropriate appear- 
ance, the buildings and fence enclosing them having recently been 
painted. 

The interior is in good condition, with the exception of a few 
minor matters which are not in need of immediate attention. 


BOARD OF EXAMINERS OF PLUMBERS. 


By an act of the State Legislature the Board of Health is re- 
quired to appoint a Board of Examiners of Plumbers, whose duty 
it is to hold meetings for the purpese of examining persons who 
may apply for licenses, to engage in the business or trade of master 
or journeyman plumbers in Detroit and to issue licenses to those 
entitled to receive them. A fully equipped shop for this purpose is 
maintained in the Board of Health building. The Board of Exam- 
iners so appointed holds meetings regularly every Wednesday even- 
ing at 7 o’clock, at the Board of Health building, for the purposes 
above mentioned.

| DEAR SIR:—I have the honor to submit the following report 
as Medical Inspector and Disinfector of the west side of the city 
for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1907. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


It must be apparent to the careful observer that the work of 
the contagious diseases department merits the commendation of the 
public. A comparison with other cities the size of Detroit, show 
not only a larger number of contagious cases and a greater mortuary 
rate, but four times the assistance is given the Health Officers to 
perform the same work in the same territorial area, with results ac- 
complished favoring Detroit. With this condition of affairs real- 
ized, with insufficient help, parsimonious compensation, and a lack 
of appreciation on the part of appropriating bodies of the munici- 
pality for the real status of the department to the citizens, suffici- 
ently demonstrates what could be accomplished under ideal condi- 
tions. It has been the policy of the federal government in dealing 
with its employes, to base their remuneration upon the quality of 
the service rendered, rather than the quantity of work done; this is 
the only just method of arriving at equitable salaries for services re- 
quiring a higher order of intelligence, and special preparation. 
The number of calls made during the present year in no wise indi- 
cates the character and quality of the service rendered by your 
inspector, any expert in eruptive disease would receive at least 
$5.00 a call and the average physician would not traverse the limits 
of my territory; Indeed I myself would not accept a private call in 
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the eighteenth ward, except as consulting physician, for which I 
would expect a fee of ten dollars, I desire especially in this com- 
munication to call to the attention of the aldermen, estimators, 
public, and your honorable board to the facts herein set forth, with 
the hope, that they might gain a clearer insight in to the duties and 
responsibility of the Medical Inspector; The differential diagnosis 
of the eruptive fevers challenges the best talent of the profession, 
and he upon whose shoulders rest the responsibility, is worthy of 
the highest compensation, commensurate with the growth and de- 
velopment of the city; This knowledge must be possessed by your 
assistants. The labor attendant upon the business of disinfecting, 
is onerous, and should at least be worth to the city the amount paid 
an ordinary clerk; The department is emergency in character and 
remains open day and night, and the Inpector is subject to calls at 
all hours and is practically on duty from sun to sun, during the 
year, so if remuneration is to be measured by hours, our cause 
should: appeal to the granting power. The salary of the Medical 
Diagnosticians in the city of New York four in number in a territory 
not larger than the west side of the city of Detroit is $1800. each, it 
would seem reasonable therefore that one man in my district com- 
bining the functions of diagnostician, disinfector, and general Inpec- 
tor of all complaints of a medical character, lying-in-hospitals, 
nurseries etc. should receive at least $1200. ‘a year, I therefore 
most respectfully ask your honorable board to review the character 
of my work in the department during my incumbency to ascertain 
its quality, believing that it will be the most potent appeal to your 
conscience in favor of submitting to the appropriating powers my 
earnest request for an increase to $1200. ? 

The annexation of the eighteenth ward has brought into the 
city an area of territory, that needs the constant vigilance of this 
department, the lack of sewers, pavement, and the complex popula- 
tion with no ideas of the rules of sanitation, with surface refuse, 
cows, chickens, hogs and animals of all kinds roaming through the 
streets, the prospect for the future is not very bright, an average of 
twenty per cent. of our diphtheria and scarlet fever cases have been 
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in this ward and the task of bringing harmony out of chaos must 
indeed be strenuous. I would most respectfully recommend that 
literature published in the languages of the inhabitants be freely dis— 
tributed among them and the influence of the clergy, and leaders of 
these people be sought to the end that they be taught how to live 
for themselves ‘and protect the city generally from the ravishes of: 
possible pestilence. 


SMALLPOX. 


Insidiously small pox made its appearance in the district and up. 
to this time has not been entirely eradicated. Its source seem to. 
lie outside of our jurisdiction, mostly upon the Canadian border and: 
the interior of the state, notwithstanding the many lectures given. 
by you, and admonitions of the state Board of Health, the mild. 
types of this disease is called by every name save the right one, and 
homes and entire neighborhoods thoroughly exposed before our at-. 
tention is directed to the cases; thus limiting our ability to rid the. 
city of its presence. Of the sixty-one cases which I have per-.- 
sonally seen and diagnosed all were of the mild type, many so mild. 
that the over sight of the attending physician to recognize its charac- 
ter, is excusable. The usual method of handling the disease, has; 
been followed as heretofore, disinfection of quarters, removal of. 
patients to hospital, vaccination of exposed persons and keeping. 
them under observation for (17) days, I making 183 calls during 
the year for this purpose. 


SCARLET FEVER: 


The medical inspection of schools, and the public education: 
gained thereby is fastly eliminating scarlet fever from the list of the: 
direful contagions. While the nnmber of houses here given, from 
which I removed the quarantine does not indicate the number of: 
individual cases, it shows by comparison a decrease of infected 
centers; this should be gratifying to you and the public for if we: 
can continue to limit the infected area and each year. it grows less,. 
basing my conclusion upon the experience of the past six years, in. 
an other decade scarlet fever will be entirely wiped .out.. 
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DIPHTHEREA: 


- Although we suffered from an epidemic of sore throats the 
past winter, only in 167 homes were it possible to diagnose diphthe- 
ria. The location of these homes and civic status of the families, 
suggest better facilities for the handling of the cases. If the city 
had a well equipped hospital, I am satisfied that very few signs 
would remain to tell the story of diphtheria within. Immunization 
by antitoxin has become the slogan in all well informed homes in 
the district, and this disease like small pox is under absolute con- 
trol, and fastly disappearing from view. 


TUBERCULOSIS AND PNEUMONIA. 


The attention given to these diseases, especially the former has 
added more work to the Medical Inspector, and must in time be-- 
come a subject of special attention. The agitation upon the subject 
of tuberculosis has awakened the. sleeping public and your work 
along those lines cannot be too strongly commended. It has been 
my duty during the year to respond to complaints from neighbors, 
concerning the promiscuous spitting of tuberculous patients, a very 
delicate task I can assure you, but in each instance the call has 
borne fruit. Instructions given for future conduct and literature 
handed to patients or relatives has been graciously received and 
cause for further complaints seem to vanish. Of all the communic- 
able diseases pneumonia seem to me to be the most dangerous if 
we take in to consideration its duration. I would most respectfully 
suggest that the Board of Health issue bulletins during the months of 
its prevalency, instructing the public in the methods of handling it 
and the means of self protection. 

The importance of the communicable diseases does not yet 
seem clear to the laity, in fact the importance of public health work 
is not apprectated by the people until a calamity befalls them, but 
if the adage “‘ an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure’’ is 
true in any relation of life it is doubly true with respect to health 
and disease. It would seem wise to me then, that some steps be 
taken, looking forward to the inauguration of a communicable dis- 
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eases department manned by a competent assistant to aid you in 
the work of restricting these diseases if not entirely eradicating 
them. 

In conclusion permit me to thank you and the gentlemen of 
your staff, especially those with whom my work brings me’in daily 
contact, for the kindly consideration shown me, and the many 
courtesies accorded during the year. Did I not recognize the con- 
fidence of the profession, in its relation to my official duties as 
diagnostician, I would feel my self derilect. I desire to thank them 
and hope to merit a continuance of the same.

The method of carrying on the campaign against smoke during” 
the past year has been similar to former years, much of my time 
being occupied in keeping after owners, engineers and firemen who. 
were careless in keeping their smoke preventing devices in proper: 
working order. Complaints were made from time to time and 
several violators convicted but this seems to do little good, fines. 
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were seldom imposed and suspending sentence had little effect, and 
while we were inclined at times to blame the courts for their lienency 
it became known to us that the fault lay ina weak ordinance handi- 
caping both the Board of Health and the Courts, but now that the 
State Legislature has enacted a law giving the Common Council 
power to pass an ordinance declaring smoke to be a nuisance per se. 
I hope for better results during the coming year. 

You will notice by the statistical part of this report that the 
installing of mechanical appliances for the stoking of furnaces keeps 
going on fairly well, when we consider that. in a little over four 
years nearly $237,000.00, worth of mechanical stokers have been 
installed in this city, it goes to show something is being done to re- 
duce the emission of black smoke. About half a dozen plants on 
the river front, and the boats on-the river continue to give us the 
most trouble in the down town district. Were it not for them, the 
lower and central part of the city would be fairly clean. As an 
evidence of this, look at the city when the wind is from the north 
‘and northwest and compare its conditions when the wind is from the 
south. All the bad violators mentioned have been complained 
against but for one reason or another we have not been able to get 
a conviction against them, with our amended ordinance we hope to 
have better success, 

On pages 61, 62, 63 and 64 are shown pictures of the boats. 
No. 1, is the Detroit Belle Isle & Windsor Ferry Company’s boat 
Pleasure opposite the foot of Orleans street; No. 2, is the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company’s car transfer boat Great Western at the 
slip foot of 18th street; No. 3, is the Pere Marquette Railway car 
transfer boat at slip near No. 2, and No. 4 is the Detroit Belle Isle 
& Windsor Ferry Company’s excursion steamer Columbia at the 
foot of Bates street. These pictures most plainly show that great 
quantities of smoke are made by the boats plying on the river and 
that we cannot hope to have our city freed of smoke until these 
boats are operated without committing this nuisance.

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pal speakers at the Smoke Inspectors Convention at Milwaukee, a 
few days ago said that there is no excuse for steamboats belching 
out such quantities of black smoke any more than there is in 
stationary plants and the way to have it stopped is to have violators 
heavily fined. 

Our convention at Milwaukee was largely attended this year, 
the membership was increased from 15 to 60 although the member- 
ship fee was raised from $2.00 to $5.00. All the cities represented 
at the first convention were represented at the last convention and. 
in addition there were a number of new inspectors present, also 
Prof. Wm. Kent of the University of Syracuse, N. Y., who repre- 
sented the Anti-Smoke League of New York, Prof. Breckenbridge 
from the University of Illinois, who represented the Federal Gover- 
ment Geological Survey. Both of the last named gentlemen 
addressed the convention at length, explained the many experiments 
they had been making along the line of burning soft coal without 
producing black smoke, showing that the results have proved very 
satisfactory and it is the opinion of these eminent gentlemen that 
there is no longer any necessity for the public breathing air defiled 
by black smoke from any chimney and advised the smoke inspec- 
tors to take courage, as with good ordinances and perseverance, the 
day was not far distant when they would be able to show good 
results. 

I am pleased again to refer to the fact that the Legislature has 
passed an act empowering our Common Council to declare the 
emission of smoke a nuisance per se and hope that body will enact 
the necessary ordinance without delay as I feel certain it will be 
possible to accomplish much more in the suppression of the smoke 
nuisance when we have the aid of such an ordinance.

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REPORT OF SANITARY ENGINEER

DEAR SIR:—I herewith submit a report showing the work of 
the Sanitary Department for the year ending June 30th, 1907. 

The addition of the 18th Ward and the great activity in 
building is indicated in the table of plumbing inspections, showing 
the largest increase over any other year up to the present time, being 
1967 over those of the year previous. 

The number of garbage complaints were slightly lesS as many 
of these complaints now go directly to the Board of Public Works 
who have charge of the collection. 

During the past year, three men were detailed by the Police 
Department to look after the work of the nuisance complaints coming 
to this office. An examination of the table showing their work and 
the number of complaints they have to investigate and follow up, 
indicates in some degree the work these men have to preform dur- 
ing the hot weather of June, July, August and September. 
Detroit now covers some 36 square miles of territory. The men 
first have to investigate the complaint, then find the owner who 
frequently lives in another section of the city and serve notice upon 
him to abate the nuisance. When the time given has expired they 
are obliged to go back again and see if the order has been complied 
with and if not make complaint against the offender in court. 
When the case comes up for a hearing they have to be in court and 
frequently wait a half a day before the case is called only to have 
it adjourned requiring another wait and half day. In the meantime 
‘complaints pile up each day without any let up during the hot season. 
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This is more work than three men can handle properly.

The milk Inspectors have brought into the laboratory during 
the past year 1542 samples of milk for examination, of these 68 
or 3.7 per cent. were below legal standard which is as follows :

Fifteen hundred and seventy-seven samples of milk were ex- 
amined for preservatives and formaldehyde was found in five 
samples. 
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Regarding the bacterial content of milk there are three chief 
natural conditions calling for special consideration: 


(1) Influence of temperature. 

(2) Influence of time. 

(3) Interrelationship of different species of bacteria and the 
germicidal effect of the milk. 


It is now well known that the vitality of bacteria depend on the 
fulfillment of a number of external physical conditions—medium 
moisture oxygen, temperature, etc., and in few if any media does 
temperature exert a more powerful or lasting influence than in milk. 

The influence of time is well shown by the rapid multiplication 
of the bacteria in milk during the time elapsing between the with- 
drawal from the cows and its delivery to the consumer. 


WATER. 


The monthly analyses of the city water supply (the samples 
taken from the faucet in the laboratory after it has been running for 
five minutes) show that as in the past the supply has a very con- 
stant composition with but little variation, this condition is a little 
more noticeable perhaps since. the opening of the new tunnel intake. 
During the spring when the water is stirred up by the downcoming 
ice the inorganic material suspended in the water is increased some- 
what but the organic material is not greatly exaggerated in amount. 


DEPHITHERIA: 


Eigth hundred and sixteen cultures from suspected cases of 
diphtheria were examined this year, 226 or 27 per cent. of which 
contained the Klebs-Leeffler bacillus. 

A number of cultures from throats have been received which 
on examination were found to be practically pure cultures of the 
micrococcus catarrhalis. Infection with this organism seems to 
have been very prevalent lately in some cases it resembles clinically 
a true diphtheria, the cases failing however to react diphtheritic 
antitoxin and the disease running a longer course without the grave: 
systemic symptoms of antitoxication noticed in diphtheria. 
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The finding of the Klebs-Lceffler bacillus in material taken 
from the throat of a person does not necessarily mean that that 
person has diphtheria. Virulent bacilli can sometime be found in 
the throats of healthy persons who knowingly or not have come in 
contact with the disease but whose vital resistance is such that the 
bacilli are unable to produce a lesion of the throat, The bacterio- 
logical examination is therefore only an adjunct to the clinical dia- 
enosis. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The number of specimens of sputa examined for the tubercule 
bacillus this year was 627.36 per cent. of which contained the spe- 
cific organism. 

The failure to demonstrate the organism in the first specimen 
of sputum examined should not exclude the existence of the disease 
aS many cases occur where for a long time no bacilli are cast off or 
they may appear for a time and then cease to reappear for weeks. 


WIDAL REACTION. 


This year 127 widal reactions have been made in suspected 
cases of typhoid fever. The dilution used is one-sixtieth and a 
‘complete agglutination in 30 minutes is considered as possitive.

TERRITORY ANNEXED. TO DETROIT SINCE OUR 
LAST REPORT 

The new territory contains a number of small slaughter-houses 
that are not yet equipped with proper facilities according to the city 
ordinances, but no complaint has been made; and as soon as sewer 
connections are made, this will be attended to, but under the 
circumstances, they are doing the best they can which up to this 
time has been fairly satisfactory. 


AMENDED ORDINANCES 


We wish to state that the. quality of meat: and poultry both 
live and dressed has shown great improvement since our last report 
due to the greater power and authority given us by these ordinauces. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Owing to the large increase in the size of the city in the past 
year, through the annexation of Fairview, Springwells, and the 
village of Delray it is imposible for us to properly cover the ground 
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and visit the various meat stores and slaughter-houses now within 
our respective districts as often as necessity requires. Live stock 
arrives at the Michigan Central Railway Stock Yards as early as 
Wednesday afternoon. Thursday being the principal market day, 
though the market lasts well into the following day generally occupy- 
ing the whole of one inspectores time until Friday afternoon, and it 
is important that this inspection be done before the cattle are distri- 
buted to the different buyers. This work has been done by Inspec- 
tor Waltz, his residence being near these stock yards enabling him 
to do it with little inconvenience. He also visits the slaughter- 
houses located west of Woodward avenue numbering forty. 

An average of 1000 cattle, 1000 calves, 3000 sheep and 4000 
hogs arrive every week at the stock yards, and it is respectfully 
submitted that the proper inspection of these animals, the many 
slaughter-houses, meat and poultry markets of the city necessitates 
the appointment of at least one additional Meat Inspector. The 
city of Cleveland has seven inspectors and other cities not more 
than half the size of Detroit have two or more inspectors. 

We cannot close our report without tendering to Dr. L. K. 
Green, of the United States Bureau of Animal Industry, and his 
assistants, our hearty thanks for the assistance given us all times 
when requested. j 

It would greatly facilitate inspection if a place each could be 
designated in the east and west side of the city where inspection 
could be made of the dressed and live stock and poultry, brought 
into the city and sold to retail dealers and the public. These 
should be inspected and stamped before being sold, as is done in 
many other cities.

At the time of making our last annual report we had under 
survelliance one dealer suspected of using formaldehyde and eighty- 
four storekeepers who had been warned that samples of milk taken 
from their premises did not conform to the Pure Food Law. The 
dealer has been prosecuted and convicted for using formaldehyde. 
His fine was $5.00 and costs. On‘ re-examination of the stores 
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mentioned above ten samples fell below the required standard. 
Four of these were unsuitable for prosecution and were dropped. 
The remaining six were convicted and fined $3.00 and costs each. 
This is the extent of our prosecutions for this year, the small 
number being accounted for by the fact that from the regular supply 
only 13 samples were found to fall below the standard. 

Of the work of taking the samples from the stations and 
wagons there is very little to report except that the percentage 
below standard continues to diminish it having fallen to 14. This 
is about one-half what it was last year, which was less than ever 
before. The 13 samples were of scattered origin and none were 
suitable for prosecution. 

The samples taken from the stores show about the same per- 
centage below as last year but in this connection account must be 
taken of the fact that about as many samples were taken last year 
from bottles as from cans. The bottles invariably stood the test 
and this year very little attention was paid to them, samples being 
practically all taken of dip milk which was thought to be question- 
able. The same may be said as in former years of the samples 
taken from wagons. 

Of the six samples containing formaldehyde five came from 
one wagon at onetime. The inspectors believed that it would be 
found and took samples of everything the dealer had. This was 
the source of a conviction. ; 

Supervision of dairies and stables has been maintained as for- 
merly. When it is remembered that there are between twelve and 
thirteen hundred retailers of milk in the city of Detrolt, it is obvious 
that anything more than supervision over all of them is out of the 
question, it being impossible for two inspectors to watch every 
detail of handling in all these places. Attention has been largely 
concentrated on dealers needing it the most as many being taken as 
could be visited every few days. Following this plan, seventy- 
three places, dairies and stables discontinued business during the 
past year. Twenty others continued in business but were forced 
to sell part of their cattle or so remodel their premises as to be 
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practically made new. Sixteen quit the milk business after receiv- 
ing our letters stating that their supply was adulterated. In this 
connection an interesting comparison may be made between condi- 
tions now and in the summer of 1901 at which time you became 
Health Officer. In 1901 there were on the west side 193 cow 
stables and 462 cows. At the present time there are 74 stables 
and 161 cows. From the records of the late Dr. Stewart about the 
same conditions were found to prevail on the east side. With an 
increase of the number of men engaged in this work, so as to com- 
pare more favorably with the number employed by other cities of 
a similar size, this work could be made much more effective and 
greatly-accellerated. 

Unquestionably there are in this city dairies not suited top ro- 
perly conduct the milk business. It is but another step to say that 
there is not one that is perfect. One isas perfect as modern science 
without regard to cost can make it, and there are many others 
closely approaching the ideal. The quality of milk has certainly 
improved in Detroit both chemically and as to cleanliness. The 
chemical improvement is easily shown by figures given above. It 
is difficult to demonstrate in figures an improvement in cleanliness. 
We do not wish to make any rash. statements or claims as seems to 
be the hobby of many cities at the present time to have the one 
and only system of obtaining simon pure milk. But, those places 
mentioned above as having been forced out of business were con- 
sidered to be the least suited in Detroit for handling milk. Their 
removal was accomplished only after a great deal of painstaking 
effort and must produce a greatly improved average. 

More attention has been given to cooling this year than ever 
before. On visiting stations the cans have been tested for tempera- 
ture and in cases where this important factor of the milk business 
had been neglected warnings have been issued both to farmers and 
to the city dealers, that this feature is as important as chemical 
purity and that milk having a temperature above 50 degrees F. will 
be dumped. } 
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With regard to stores there is only one way to insure their 
customers receiving a pure grade of milk and that is by compelling 
all stores to sell nothing but milk in bottles. They will not keep 
bulk milk covered and in a place separate from butter, cheese, 
bologna, garlic and stale meat and the fact that of 372 samples 78 
were below chemical standard shows that very little consideration 
is given the milk end of their business. None of the samples that 
ran below were from bottles. The only way by which all of these 
evils can be corrected is by taking the actual handling of the milk 
out of the hands of store-keepers. This can be done by preventing 
them from selling anything but bottled milk and we expect to 
enforce such a regulation next year. 

It has seemed this year that we have outgrown the old appli- 
cation blanks and that new ones ought to be devised which would 
be more stringent and at the same time an educative factor to the 
dealers. Following your instructions, this has been done and 
dealers are now required to subscribe to the following regulation.

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It does not seem that any more effective means can be devised 
for impressing the requirements on the dealers than the above, 
and we expect that these applications will be very useful in court or 
in any case where we might wish to withdraw a license on account 
of lack of iceing or any other of the short comings these applica- 
tions cover. 

The complaints this year have been exceedingly few and with 
one exception, that of dirty bottles, have been merely requests for 
information. 

During the past month quite a number of bottles were collected 
which plainly had not been washed. ‘They invariably came from 
the large companies. The matter was taken up with the heads of 
these institutions and now each one employs a man who does noth- — 
ing but examine bottles before they are filled, rejecting any that 
may not be perfectly clean.
